Wo are inforined that it blow a 
gale at Chofoo on Sunday and Monday, causing 
the ill-fated vessel to drag: her anchors and dritt 
into shoal water. The _ contiuaal - bumping 
caused her_to spring aleak, andes the crew 
could not keep her afloat they abandoned her and 
took to tho boats. No-tives ware lost, and the 
orew were Lucky, enough “to ave nearly all their 
effects, and also the shi} 
ing sails, &0. “Tho weuther was fined when she 
sottled down; but-a high sea yas runing, Tho 
Hammonia ia reported to bo gunk in the steamer 
fairway.; When the Haeahin left the same aftar- 
noon the Hamimonia havo taken a heavy lisk her 
yards touching the water. Her deckhouse is just 
above water; Tha Hammonia left hore on the 
23rd ult, witha oargoof coals for Chofoo. Bho is 
a vessel of 480 tona, was commanded ty tp ae 
Eroncko,. ang is owned by Mr. Nils Mailer of 
Shanghai. . 
The Courier says:—~Wa are informed that the 
Hammonia arrived at Chefoo on the 10th instant, 
with a ofcosls from Shanghai, and an- 
‘chored in’ 4} fathoms of water.

To:one who’ has witnessed the sufferings of 

- tho people along by the Yollow River to the 
north of Che-nan-fu, it-is a rolio# to turn to tho 
guouth. Taking tho main road to the senth-wost 
of the capital, we passed throngh 1 becatifal 
valley, now crossing’ a stream that pours its waters 
into the Yellow River, and now under the shadow 
of the bill that firat jeatos tho prosenco of the 
Sacred Mountain of Taishan, Some 6) miles 
south of Che-nan-fu, the main road hecomns two, 
the one leading around the hill to Tai-an-fu, 
and tha other passing over a hill aud eutering 
the plain to the south, Horo we saw signs on 
every side of a prosperous agricultural peopte, 
_ living’amid fertile fields, thoroughly irrigntad 
and ourefally watehed. Tho wipening verdure 
told of the blessings of.Heaven, and made the 
people look the look of jor. Tho first’ oity-we 
mot was tho Agien city of Ning-yang, ‘This Asien, 
though smail, is for its size one of tho richost 
agrionlturally~ in -all.-the. provinos:- 
produots in the antunin ars sorghum, corn, beans, 
‘buckwheat; aud tobacco. As soon ad those crops 
are gathorad, the ground ia prepared. for millet 
and other products. The magistrate is a Hu- 
nan man, and hus one of the finest yamins for 
a haien city that wa have seen in Shantang.
